Civil and Military in the Emperor's Service. 

They write from Leghorn, that the Captain of the 
French Ship which landed Baron Theodore there, 
is put under an Arreft at the Suit of the French 
Conful, for going tc one of the Harbours of the Ifle 
of Corfica belonging to the Malecentents, contrary 
to an Order of his moft Chriftian Majefty, which for- 
bids all French Veffels to touch at any Port in the 
Ifle of Coffica, but what belongs and is fubjeét to the 
Republick of Genoa.
